Claim 6: 

The prior art of record fails to show or render obvious a continuously variable 
transmission comprising an electronic control unit, an automated gear unit, a variator, a 
planetary mixer gear set, an input fixed ratio element, and an output fixed ratio element, 
as recited in the claim; specifically, wherein the input fixed ratio element is provided by 
an input drive gear coaxial with and fixed to the mixer input shaft engaging a driven gear 
coaxial with and fixed to the variator input shaft and the output fixed ratio element is 
provided by a drive gear coaxial with and fixed to the variator output shaft engaging a 
driven gear coaxial with and fixed to the sun gear.
